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Applicant's remarks concerning the restriction requirement have been given 
careful consideration. The various species have mutually exclusive characteristics. 
For example the species of Figures 1-5 provide a load sensing device below a pallet 
whereas the species of Figure 6 requires a load sensing device to engage directly a 
workplace. The various mutually exclusive characteristics of the various species are 
described in more detail in applicant's specification and each species has different 
structure not found in the other. To search all of these structurally different species in 
one application would present a serious burden for the Office. Accordingly, the election 
of species requirement is deemed proper and is hereby made Final. 

Claims 1-2, 5-6, and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "said load sensing 
element is not substantially deformed by an applied load" is found to be vague and 
indefinite. It would take undue experimentation to ascertain as to whether or not a 
potential infringer's load sensing device would infringe applicant's load sensing device. 

Claims 7-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 7-10 have not been further 
treated on the merits. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Isao et a! (Japan Patent Abstract 09-183033) in view of Kish. 

Isao et ai shows a single seating element including a load sensing element (35). 
To provide plural seating mechanisms would have been obvious at the time of the 
invention in view of the teachings of Kish and would have further been an obvious 
duplication of the single seating element of Isao et aL One of ordinary skill in . the art 
would have been motivated to do this in order to stably support a large workpiece or 
pallet such that the large workpiece of pallet is supported at more than one location. 
The load sensing element of Isao et al is considered to be not substantially deformed by 
an applied load since it would have been unthinkable for Isao et al to manufacture a 
workpiece holding mechanism that would fail or break after its first use. 

Claims 3-4 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 5/26/05.
